SYNOPsIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


4 HE sole head of family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in perpen at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead ov a 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homeateader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time rv- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 60 
acres extra cifitivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain 2 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $800,

The Origin of the

When they reached the wood where 
grew many beautiful evergreens, Faith 
said, ‘‘Thisis the only tree that bears 
the cross to represent the cross on which 
our saviour was crucified,’’ Then Hope 
said, ‘'This is the tree that is ever green 
to remind mankind of the everlasting 
life’, and Charity said’ ‘‘Thisia the only 
tree that gives shelter in the cold and 
stormy winter tothe animals of the for- 
est.’? 

They then chose the most perfect ever- 
green tree, cut it down and raised it in 
the church to represent Christ cut down 


in the prime of his yeaes on earth and 
raised again.
